Elected as the council’s 
first 
president in July, 1958, he guided 
it through its early months of for­ 
mal organization.

March 1958 in response to a need 
in the community for citizen study 
and action on problems involving 
Mexican-Americans and other mi­ 
nority groups in the Northwest 
suburbs. 
JENSEN FIRST became famil­ 
iar with these problems through 
his work with the 
C a t h o l i c 
church’s Christian Family Move­ 
ment, a social service group which 
he and his wife, Eleanor, joined 
in 1952, a year after their arrival 
in Arlington Heights.

Plans for the high school and 
grade school were announced last 
week at all Sunday masses of St. 
Colette church.* * * 
THE GIRLS’ school, to be fi­ 
nanced and built by the Religious 
of the Sacred Heart of Mary, an 
I o r d e r of Sisters, 
commonl y 
knowm as Madames of the Sacred 
Heart, will accept students from 
Palatine, Arlington Heights, Elk 
Grove village and other areas. 
Fr. Halpin said priority will be 
given to registered parishioners 
of St. Colette parish in the high 
schools’ enrollment. 
It will be located on a portion 
I of a 40 acre site now ow ned by I 
St. Colette parish at the south! 
end of Roiling Meadows. 
The Madames of the 
Sacred 
Heart will also teach at the ele­ 


mentary school, to be built and 1 
financed 
by 
St. 
Colette 
par­ 
ish. Architect for the construc­ 
tion is Herman J. Gaul Jr., Ar­ 
lington Heights, who designed St. 
Colette church, which is now un­ 
der construction. 
A house at 3001 Grouse lane, 
next to the present St. Colette 
rectory will serve, with the rec­ 
tory as a temporary convent for 
the sisters. 
“High school and grade school 
size have not been fully deter­ 
mined yet,” said Fr. Halpin.

school were made by Fr. Halpin 
with Mother Rita, president of 
Mary mount college, Tareytown- 
on-Hudson, New York, and act­ 
ing provincial of the order in the 
United States. Mother Rita spent 
some time in Rolling Meadows 
during negotiations. F u r t h e r 
negotiations were made by Fr. 
Halpin in January when he visit­ 
ed Marymount college. 
Founded in France in 1848, the 
Religious of the Sacred Heart of 
Mary established its first founda­ 
tion in the U. S. in 1877. The 
order operates seven colleges, 21

schools throughout the count r y 
represented in the Archdioceses 
of New7 York, Los Angeles and 
San Francisco.

YESTERYEAR’S emphasis on 
“work, thrift and reward in the 
hereafter has given way to an age 
of anxiety in which leisure, spend­ 
ing and pleasure have 
become 
new goals of living,” Dr. Marmor 
regretted, adding:

relieve inner tensions of the indi­ 
vidual. 
This is evident in in­ 
creases of self-help books, use of 
tranquilizers, progressive rise of 
alcoholism, and chain smoking. 
Back-to-church movements, and 
flight to the suburbs are added 
signs of individuals returning to 
former community-type environ­ 
ments and of t h e i r 
incessant 
search for inner peace 
and 
a 
meaningful life. 
“In olden times, everyone knew 
his neighbors, shared experiences, 
worked, played and prayed to­ 
gether. The community had sta­ 
bility and uniformity and main­ 
tained social controls,” Dr. Mar­ 
mor related. 
He indicated that present-day 
community influence on family 
life is lessening due to the tele­ 
phone, auto and rapid transpor­ 
tation. 
These factors have dis­ 
solved geographical b a r r i e r s 
which once 
gave 
communities 
their stability, he said. 
Today, in most large urban and 
suburban centers, people have no 
more than a nodding acquaintance 
with their neighbors, he stated. 


* 
* 
* 
SOCIAL, economic and recre­ 
ational life of the family, Dr. Mar­ 
mor pointed out, is no longer root­ 
ed in a “ Mark Twain-type” town 
area. The effect is that each fam­ 
ily is more an “ isolated unit.” 


This intensifies the inner feelings 
of loneliness for the individual. 
“ Family romances, Odeipal ties, 
overprotectiveness, and ‘smother 
love’ all tend to flourish luxuriant­ 
ly in the hot-bed atmosphere of 
the isolated family, thereby 
in­ 
creasing the incidence of imma­ 
ture personalities. 
“Then, too,” Dr. Marmor stress­ 
ed, “ the dependence of thd child 
upon his parents is accelerated by 
physical aspects of modern com­ 
munity life. Lack of playgrounds 
and playmates and unsafe streets 
contribute to this dependency,” 
he said. 
“Moreover, surveys in­ 
dicate that juvenile delinquency 
reaches its highest peak in slum 
communities. 
These areas leave 
the same imprint on inhabitants 
regardless of the nature and or­ 
igin of families.” 
Possession for possession’s sake 
has become a new craze, the psy­ 
chiatrist stressed. The chief goal? 
—to simply pyramid possessions. 
Keeping up with creditors has now 
become a symbol of security to 
the average person. 
Parents who are anxious, con­ 
fused, unsure of what they be­ 
lieve or do not believe, concerned 
only with social approval and ma­ 
terial possessions, pass these qual­ 
ities on to their children. The chil­ 
dren learn readily not to be them­ 
selves but to “ be liked” and win 
•the approval of others. This sti-

COMMON READING habits, TV 
and radio are also causing loss of 
individuation and adding to inner 
feelings of emptiness and bore­ 
dom. Even marriage has a mar­ 
keting aspect—contemporary 
A- 
mericans pick mates on the basis 
of size, shape and wrapping of 
package rather than on its con­ 
tents, Dr. Marmor said. 
He expanded: “ A woman’s ‘suc­ 
cessful marriage’ is often gauged 
by the material status of the hus­ 
band rather than upon his worth 
as a human being. A man’s ap­ 
praisal will likely be on material 
status or beauty of wife — both 
external ‘marketing’ values which 
bring him approval of others, ra­ 
ther than upon her intrinsic worth 
as a companion and mate.” 
TV, too, has taken its toll of sub­ 
tracting familiar 
togetherness. 
Soon the day will come, he proph­ 
esied, when each member of the 
family will sit in stoical silence 
before their own private TV set 
and not even talk to the other 
members. 
Nowadays, everyone is a strang­ 


er in his own home town, Dr. 
Marmor inferred, 
adding: 
“ A 
man’s word is no longer his bond 
. . . strangers are not to be trust­ 
ed . . . Trust is focused only with­ 
in the family . . . The community 
stamp of uniqueness and individ­ 
uality is rare . . . The Golden 
Rule has been replaced by: ‘Do 
others before they do you.’ ” 
To counteract the decline 
of 
community and familiar influence 
on the individual, Dr. Marmor 
suggested: “ If man is to survive 
as a human being, he will have 
to devise social techniques which 
will 
enable community, 
family 
and individual to interact in such 
a way as to preserve and enhance 
the uniqueness and dignity of the

A GOOD feature of this severe 
winter that everyone is cussing 
and discussing is the enjoyable 
ice skating that it permitted. We 
flooded tennis courts at Pioneer 
Park and Recreation Park and 
treated the ice during the wee 
hours each night to provide skat­ 
ers with large, glassy rinks. 
There were more days this 
year — sixty-three in all — when 
the temperature was low enough 
to make the ice usable than ever 
before. Thirty-five skating days 
is usually considered a success­ 
ful season here with these non­ 
refrigerated rinks. 
The cold days were taken ad­ 
vantage of too. Total attendance 
at the two rinks was apDroxi- 
mately 31,500. It is interesting to 
note that these rinks cost $3,500.- 
00 for maintenance labor and $1,- 
270.00 for salaries of rink guards. 
There are some minor 
hidden 
costs like electricity and heat in 
the shelters but, 
not 
counting 
them, it cost about 15 cents per 
skating outing. 
That figure is a mighty good 
lustification for public recreation. 
You can’t even think about using 
a commercial rink for 15 cents, 
and these rinks are right here 
in our own backyards.

Researchers T ackle Vast 
Puzzle of Cancer Disease

The decisive lead to the cancer 
breakthrough could be here. 
It could have been here for 
years. 
It could be buried, unrecogniz­ 
ed, in the o c e a n of scientific 
literature which has accumulat­ 
ed through the decades. 
It could be lost in the cascade 
of new literature. 
Or, and this is more likely, 
it could be in the sum of all the 
research that has been done on 
cancer. Nobody has added it up 
arid nobody can. 
When the first cancer break­ 
through does 
come 
along, 
as 
come it must, sooner or later, 
we may well find that all the 
necessary information was avail­ 
able in 1959. 
* 
* 
* 
PARADOXICALLY, 
more is 
known about cancer than about 
any disease, controlled or 
un- 
c o n t r o lied. Perhaps there is 


more to know about cancer than 
any other disease. 
Cancer involves problems in j 
genes, in cell chemistry, in ag- j 
ing, in trace metals, in viruses, j 
in immunity, in hormones, in en- ■ 
zvmes, in nucleic acids, in pro­ 
tein chemistry and in many oth­ 
er areas of research. This knowl­ 
edge and all scientific knowledge 
is said to be more than doubling 
every decade. 
* 
* 
* 
THE DECISIVE answer might 
lie in any one of these fields. 
Perhaps any of many keys will 
open the door to cancer control. 
Research has become largely a 
business of fashioning keys. In 
fact the keys are 
now 
being 
made in such numbers that it is 
difficult or impossible to try all 
of them to see whether they fit j 
the lock on cancer’s door. 
Thousands of compounds 
are 
produced each year, for instance, 
as possible cancer drugs. Some 
of t h e m have an ingenious ra- 
t i o n a I e in cancer chemistry. 
There is neither the scientif i c 
manpower, the laboratory equip­ 
ment, the experimental animals 
nor just plain time enough to 


test an appreciable percentage 
of them. 
That is why quacks and the 
promoters of controversial com­ 
mercial drugs can contend their 
product is not getting a f a i r 
trail. The ill-afforded time and 
facilities, the limited money, the 
precious manpower required to 
thoroughly test very 
doubtf u I 
preparations would leave I i t tie 
time, little money and little man­ 
power to develop and test more 
promising preparations. 
Research mass production is 
proceeding at such a hectic pace 
that more and more one hears 
the complaint that scient i s t s 
“don’t take time to think.” 
I n d e e d , scientific think ing, 
which should be on the basis of 
current and stored 
knowledge, 
may be bogging down under the 
sheer bigness of research. 
An estimated 25,000 scientific 
journals on biology alone now 
are being published. That would 
amount to a stack one mile high. 
Their language usually is inex­ 
cusably wordy, awkward, d u l l 
and cloudy. 
These journals could be ab­ 
stracted and the skeletal facts 


could be put on cards — how­ 
ever, the stack of cross-indexed 
cards might be as high as the 
stack of journals. 
The journals are in m a n y 
languages. How can any scientist 
worry his way through the babel 
of tongues? 
They are also in the jargon of 
various specialties and this often 
is as foreign as Sanskrit to the 
mass of scientists. 
Few scientists can beg i n to 
cover the literature in their own 
language and in their own spec­ 
ialty, to say nothing of related 
specialities. 
*

* 
FOR YEARS, a few thoughtful 
researchers have advocated the 
use of mechanical means to store 
and sort scientific informat i o n 
in an o r d e r l y and accessible 
manner and to sift out of it the 
significant and useful material. 
A couple of years ago Dr. Al­ 
bert Segaloff of Tulane univer­ 
sity proposed a universal lan­ 
guage for science—“IBMese.” He 
suggested that a universal code be 
established and that scientif i c 
information be disseminated, ex­ 
changed and stored on p u nch

William D. Bell of Tucson, 
Ariz., an electronics and com­ 
puter expert, has stated that new 
electronic equipment could ef­ 
fectively store, sort, dispense and 
to some extent even interpret the 
mountains of knowledge rising 
from the laboratories of th e 
world. He pointed out that an 
electronic device is being used 
even to interpret the long lost 
language of the Dead Sea Scrolls. 
On one inch of electronic tape, 
he has said, one can record sev­ 
eral million facts; and specific 
knowedge can be extracted from 
these stores at the touch of a 
button and with lightning speed. 
This generation already has 
learned that knowledge is power. 
A few academic-appearing equa­ 
tions were translated into atomic 
and hydrogen bombs. In n o cent 
problems in physics now are 
spelling out the conquest of space 
and perhaps political domination 
of the earth. 
It is not unlikely that the in­ 
tellectual raw material for new 
weapons more fearsome than any 
so far conceived lurks in the 
tangled jungle of unsorted knowl­ 
edge now available. 
So does the potential for new 
adventures inside the microcosm 
and beyond the macrocosm as 
we now know them. 
And so may the answers to can­ 
cer and all the other diseases 
which now bring pain and tragic 
death even now be available. 
Perhaps even that inevitable dis­ 
ease, old age, can be controlled 
to some extent by the application 
of properly selected facts now 
ignored. 
* • * 
ELECTRONIC BRAINS can be 
no better than the human minds 
which feed data to them and 
milk information from them. 
Computers will be 
asked to 
digest the errors and artefacts 
occasiona 11 y produced by t h e 
most reputable scientists. A nd 
they may be deprived of the oc­ 
casional great truth stumbled up­ 
on by unrespected dreamers and 
charlatans. It can only be hoped 
that, by and large, however, they 
will handle great masses of data 
more efficiently than the human 
can. 
L a r g e s c a l e “t h i n k i n g 
machines” would be enormously 
expensive. 
But 
if they could 
shorten the world’s wait for the 
cancer cure alone, they would 
p r o v e to be a prudent invest­ 
ment. 
It would take time to formulate 
a universal code, time to comb 
through the Himalayan mass of 
old literature and e x t r a c t its 
data, time to establish a report­ 
ing system which rapidly an d 
routinely would disseminate all 
new knowledge as it is gained 
throughout the world, 
time to 
build computers 
and time to 
figure out how to operate them 
and what to demand from them. 
Perhaps a great deal of time 
would be needed 
to 
get the 
governments of the w o r l d to 
agree to the free interchange of 
knowledge, which suddenly has 
developed a sinister side. 
But if the world went to work 
on these problems at once, per­ 
haps in ten years science would 
be enjoying a harvest of know! 
edge and, for better or worse, a 
way of life beyond our wildest 
dreams. It would not be a bad 
bet, under these conditions, that 
bv 1969 the decisive answer to 
cancer would have been turned 
up.

By the time this appears in 
print you will already know what 
happened to House Bill 121, the 
school 
aid bill, 
through your 
daily newspapers. 
I’d like to take some space, 
however, and attempt to explain 
how state aid to schools works. 
A great many people who have 
written to me in the last month 
seem 
to think 
that 
because 
House Hill 121 proposes to raise 
the support level from $200 to 
$245, that the state actually con­ 
tributes that much to the re­ 
spective school districts for each 
child. 
That is not so! And it has nev­ 
er been so! 
* . * 
* 


ALL THIS MEANS is that the 
state guarantees that at least 
that amount will be spent on 
each child’s education. 
Under the present law, in each 
elementary school district, the 
state contributes only the differ­ 
ence between $200 and what is 
raised locally at the rate of 50 
cents per $100 assessed valua­ 
tion For example, if in your dis­ 
trict, breaking it down on a per 
pupil figure, you have $30,000 in 
assessed valuation behind each 
child in average daily attend­ 
ance, you would raise $150 per 
child at the 50 cent rate. The 
state then pays $50 to make up 
the difference. 
If you raise $195 per child at 
the 50 cent rate, the law still 
says you should get a minimum 
of $22 for each grammar school 
child and $7 for each high school 
student. This is the flat grant, 
and is included in every state- 
aid contribution. Many wealthy 
school districts, such as Evans­ 
ton, raise more than $200 per 
child, hut get the flat grant any­ 
way. 
The big joker is this, how­ 
ever—your school district spends 
around $400 per child. The state 
contributes only $40-$60. The bal­ 
ance must be raised by local real 
estate 
and personal 
property 
taxes. Most school districts in 
our area levy around $1.25 per 
$100 valuation, and many have 
reached the legal limit of $1.40 
and still can’t adequately sup­ 
port their schools. 
*

* 
NOW—RAISING 
the 
state’s 
support level to $245 does not 
mean that you will receive an 
additional $45 per child. You see, 
House Bill 121 also raises the 
qualifying rate to 54 cents and 
the flat grants by $25. The net 
effect of this is that most dis­ 
tricts will receive an additional 
$33 to $39 rather than $45. 
To paraphrase the scriptures, 
the legislature giveth and the 
legislature taketh away. 
While this additional increase 
in the support level is welcome, 
some of us feel that it is not 
enough. Attempts were made in 
committee two weeks ago to in­ 
crease the support level and re­ 
duce the flat grants, hut they 
w'ere defeated. We will try again 
this week when the bill reaches 
the floor of the House, hut we 
chances of success. The threat of 
are not too optimistic about our 
the Governor’s veto will keep 
most of the legislators from vot­ 
ing for the amendments.

IT MAY BE wistful thinking, 
but in 1960 we might just be able 
to elect a new governor who will 
be more interested in education 
than in highways. And he might 
just take the attitude, as ex­ 
pressed in our constitution, that 
it is the duty of the state to pro­ 
vide a common school education 
for each child, and make educa­ 
tion truly a statewide project 
rather than a local one.

ly depleted and will continue so 
to be — perhaps to a dangerous 
extent, this writer believes. In 
ell events, the rate of contribu­ 
tion by employers in this State 
will be substantially increased in 
future months. This gives rise to 
surprisingly little concern to a 
majority in the Legislature. 


ANOTHER ISSUE which will 
be occupying the Senate’s atten­ 
tion is the bill compelling uni­ 
form observance of daylight-sav­ 
ing time for six months of the 
year. This measure passed the 
House by a very strong majority, 
although it was vigorously op­ 
posed by the a g r i cultural in- 
t e r e s t s. Various efforts were 
made to amend the bill so as to 
require a uniformity for only a 
four or five-months period, but 
these efforts failed. 
This measure is strongly sup­ 
ported by all the 
metropolitan 
areas throughout the State, par­ 
ticularly the Chicago and Cook 
county area. While it is antici­ 
pated that efforts will be made 
in the Senate to. make it effec­ 
tive for only four or five months 
of the year, almost assuredly 
these will fail. 
If the bill passes, and it is ex­ 
pected it will, there will be elim- 
i n a t e d the confusing situation 
that heretofore has existed where 
many communities have failed 
to adopt 
daylight-saving 
time, 
while the remainder of the State 
operates for varying periods on 
a five or six-months basis. 
Increasing attention is b e i ng 
given to the construction of a 
p r o p o s e d new constitutional 
amendment to the revenue ar­ 
ticle. It is anticipated that very 
soon agreement can be reached 
by a large number of civic or­

In the sum m er of 1957 a friend, 
who shall rem ain nameless, took 
a Sunday afternoon bus tour ti tat 
included an hour of travel in East 
Germ any.

MOST OF MY contacts w e r e 
with m em bers of the faculty and 
with student leaders. Here a r e 
seven observations: 
First, it is difficult to c o m e 
across residents of any o t h e r 
| state who are as conscious of 
their state or of the fact that it is 
in the limelight. This conscious­ 
ness even exceeds that of W is­ 
consinites in World Series week 
(when you can cross the state 
line at almost any point and start 


I c^in<r si^ns “To County S t a - 
dium ” ). The Arkansans want to 
talk about their disaster and they 
want to hear what others think 


Second, among the expressi v e 
students there is not a trace of 
radicalism . They are a mannered, 
disciplined group, intent on be­ 
ing hospitable gentlemen a n d 
gentlewomen and not on b e i n g 
bearded student 
revolutionaries. 
It is simply not born or bred into 
them to be radicals, least of all 
on the racial issue. Yet they are 
resistant and expressive. 
Next, there seems to be a unan­ 
imous disaffection with the Gov­ 
ernor’s violent approach to Little 
Rock’s affairs. 
I am aware 
as 
they are that they do not speak 
for a m ajority of the state. One 
m em ber of the Faculty Christian 
Fellowship who was denounced 
on the floor of the legislature 
said—and it is hard to write this 


without suggesting a patronizing 
tone, but there was none—“The 
Governor receives most of h i s 
support from the hill folk w h o, 
l'ke himself, have difficulty read­ 
ing or writing their nam es.” Uni­ 
versities are supposed to k e e p 
alive critical faculties and ave­ 
nues; the U. of A. m ay be i n ­ 
creasingly isolated from its own 
state.

FOURTH, THEIR 
respons e s 
are characterized by the belief 
that other approaches would have 
quietly solved or lessened 
t h e 
Little Rock crisis. The Univer - 
sity, for example, has been quiet­ 
ly and peacefully integrated for 
years. You don’t hear much about 
that! 
Ar the root of most comments 
is not a high-flying ideologi c a I 
disagreem ent with the mores of 
the Old South so much as a real­ 
istic appraisal of the econom i c 
disaster of the Faubusian policies 
in the New South. At the peak of 
Arkansas’ promise (it has enor­ 
mous potential and resource for 
attracting industry) the promise 
was blighted. Since Septemb e r 
1957 no new industry has com - 
mitted itself to purchase 
n e w 
sites there. Little Rock is a good 
place to be from, said the daugh­ 
ter of a realtor there. Houses for 
sale. The U. of A. people believe 
that this economic attrition is go­ 


ing to change the direction of th® 
South’s policies ultimately — by 
which tim e it may be too **te. 
Six: it m ay be too late because 
a whole generation of the more 
informed and more promis i n g 
citizens will, by then, have left. 
Ask any senior what he or she 
plans to do next year. “ First, I ’m 
going to have to leave Arkansas, 
and then . . . ” And they say it 
reluctantly. 
FINALLY, THERE IS a wide­ 
spread conviction that at the root 
of the problem is the thirst for 
pov er on the part of an individual 
in quest of a third term. A m as­ 
ter politician, he knew when t o 
pull what stops to release which 
emotions and thu 
to gain votes. 
Under it all, there must be a 
lesson. What took thousands of 
men thousands of hours to build 
un. one man in one hour could 
shatter, in the name and in t h e 
quest of personal power. It seems 
that everyone everywhere (w h o 
can cast a first stone at Arkan­ 
sas?) is going to have to see to it 
that channels of reason and dis­ 
cipline and ordered discourse re­ 
main open. That our universities 
and schools and churches 
a n d 
forums rem ain critical, alert, and 
conscientious. The issue is, 
a s

Fred H. Homeyer, 73, mounts his 
1924 Model-T Ford, clatters off to 


his son-in-law’s house on Dundee 
rd., and puts in a full day’s farm 
work. 
“We stop all traffic when we 
see him coming,” says Officer 
Harold C. Best. 
Homeyer, oblivious to such def­ 
erential traffic control, says: “No 
sir, never had an accident. Just 
careful driving, I guess.” 


SPORTING latest snappy accourterments — 
sun visor, spoke wheels, and all-around vision 
glass — Fred Homeyer’s Model T is prepared 
for an outing. 
The 73-year old Arlington 
Heights resident and his 35-year-old sedan 
are inseparable. “Been offered $400 for it,” 
says Homeyer, “but I’m not selling. I’m not 
playing hard to get; it’s just that a man needs 
his car,” he explains.

WHY DOES a man keep a 35- 
year-old car? 
“Haven’t made a good car since 
1927—the year they made the last 
Model-T,” he says curtly. “Don’t 
like the way these new ones are 
designed—too low—and these new­ 
fangled shifts make me nervous.” 


The Model-T, he explains, has 
a steering wheel and three foot 
pedals—a brake, a reverse pedal, 
and a clutch pedal for the car’s 
two speeds forward. 
The car’s 
dashboard, too, is a marvel 
of 
simplicity. There are two instru­ 
ments—an oil pressure gauge and 
a forerunner of the ammeter. 


Homeyer, who was bom in Ad­ 
dison, moved to Mt. Prospect as 
a young man, then back to Addi­ 
son, and finally located at 30? W. 
Wing st., Arlington Heights, where 
he has been living 
since 
1930. 
“That was about the time I bought 
this car,” he recalls. He had own­ 
ed two Model-T’s previously. 


Homeyer and his wife of 37 
years, Amanda, have eight chil­ 
dren, 12 grandchildren, and two 
great 
grandchildren, 
some 
of 
whom they visit on weekends. Of a 
Sunday afternoon, the couple can 
be seen motoring down to Itasca 
or Bensenville. 


How about mileage? 
“Can’t say; don’t have a speed­ 
ometer. 
She uses about five or 
six gallons a week,” 
he 
says, 
wiping a dab of mud off an other­ 
wise gleaming black fender. 
HOW ABOUT parts? 
“Oh, I’ve got parts,” says Ho­ 
meyer, indicating several shelves 
of spare parts in the rear of his 
garage. 
“We do all our own 
work, two sons and myself. She’s 
never been in a garage,” he nods 
toward the old, four-door stalwart. 
“Put in a ‘new’ engine about 
five years after I bought her—a 
1925 engine. Sears 
and 
Wards 
stock tires, and I sometimes pick 
up parts from a junk yard on 
Rand rd.” he says. 
“Model-T is the best car ever 
made,” he reiterates. 
“I paid 
$25 for this one, but one thing 
gets me mad. This year I’m pay­ 
ing three times what the car cost 
me in insurance premiums alone.” 
His premium, $76.54. 
In addition to his safe driving 
record, Homeyer claims never to 
have received a 
traffic 
ticket. 
“And I passed my driver’s test 
again last December,” he says. 
“The man said I have perfect eye­ 
sight.” 
Will he sell the car? 
“Not on your life,” snorts Ho­ 
meyer. 
“People are always try­ 
ing to buy it. Ford agency offered 
me $400 two years ago, but I turn 
ed him down. What would I do?” 
he asks. “A man needs a car.”
